Marmaking M. HsdQkg (pro* 
nounced Mackcrswope) was con- 
scientious- His mother liad told 
him so to be, and so he was. 

It was early in the war that she 
said to him. You should Join the 
army, it's your duty. And, if you 
remember to be conscientious, you 
will become a major-general. 

Into the army Marmakmg went; 
he found it very difficult After 
all, when you are the sort of per* 
son whose mother called you Mar- 
making because Marmadukc was 
not good enough for you, it is very 
difficult to become used to fishing 
your raisin pie from your onion 
soup, or to being perfectly respect- 
ful to the lance-corporal But Mar- 
making did these things, and did 
them conscientiously. 

When a fellow named Jones rc- 
marked, during pay parade, that 
^yone po^essing the cognomen 
Hsdflkg (pronounced Mackerr 
ewope) should spell it with an "M", 
he felt morally bound to alter it. 
And when one of his friends ad- 
dressed him as "Marm", and he 
was put on charge for impersonat- 
ing an officer, he felt that he had 
certainly been in the - wrong, and 
spent the next twenty-eight days 
most conscientiously. 

Finally, as an extremely cons- 
cientious lance-corporal, he left the 
army and came to McGlU, on his 
mother's advice, and on the gov- 
ernment's money. He 'read his 
'bible* from end to end, attended 
all the open houses, ,took the 
courses the dean told him to take, 
and shook hands with the members 
of the Board of Governors without 
.«cçption...; ..... ... 

In the course of his perusal of 
rules and regulations, he discover^ 
cd that, as a veteran, he would 
have to remain In the top twenty* 
five per cent of his class, or lose 
his subsidy from the government. 

^ow Marmaking, as you may re- 
member, was conscientious. He 
was also enrolled in Oscan and 
Umbrian 33a with lab. Motcover, 
he \vas the only student in his 
class. In fact, he was the class. 

A problem began to haunt his 
dreams; it cried for an answer.

J. MacDonald 
WiQ Address 
SCM Meeting 

Topic of Talk 
This Evening 
Is Palestine 



The Hon. James G. MacDonald, 
former League of Nations High 
Commissioner for Rcfugees and 
Chairman of the late President 
Roosevelt's Advisory Committee for 
Political Refugees will be the guest 
speaker at It ' meeting called jointly 
by the Inter-Varsity Christian Fel- 
lowship, Student Christian Move- 
ment, and Hillel Foundation. Mr. 
MacDonald, who is well acquaint- 
ed with the problems and latest 
developments of displaced persons 
in Europe, will speak on the topic 
"Palestine and the Post - War 
World." Mr. MacDonald, who was 
appointed as High Commissioner in 
1933, resigned bis position two years 
later because the Great Powers of 
the League refused to allow any 
refugees to enter their own coun- 
tries. In 1938 Mr. MacDonald was 
selected to act as adviser to the 
American delegation at the Evlan 
Conference of Refugees. Since 
then, he has been instrumental in 
providing relief and rescue for 
thousands of European refugees. 

Chairman of ^he meeting will be 
Professor Raphael Tuck of the De- 
partment of Economics and Politi- 
cal Science. Professor Tuck, a 
graduate of London, Cambridge and 
Harvard,, was professor of law_ for 
tour years at, the University* of 
Saskatchewan. He was attached to 
the.British Embassy, in Washington 
and also worked on Dominion-Pro- 
vincial Relations in Public Health 
for the Department of Labour. 

Describing the situation of Jew- 
ish refugees in Western Europe, 
Earl G. Harrison, personal repre- 
sentative to President Truman 
writes: . • 

"Jews as Jews (not as members 
of their nationality groups) have 
been more severely victimized than 
the non-Jewish members of the 
same or other nationalities. ... 
Most Jews want to' leave Germany 
and Austria as soon as possible... 
they want to be evacuated to Pal- 
estine now ... to anyone who has 
visited the concentration camps 
and who has talked with the sur- 
vivors, it is nothing short of cal- 
amitous to contemplate that the 
gates of Palestine should soon be 
closed." 

The meeting, which Is open to 
all students, staff members and 
their guests, is scheduled to start at 
8.15 p.m.

Georges Duhamel 
Discusses.... 

A small, portly, bald, vivacious, self-posséssed, 
and gKtcd French writer is visiting Montreal this 
week, ostensibly for "une causerie" at Plateau 
Hall auditorium — tonight — on the subject of 
what constitutes a great nation. Ho might cer- 
tainly be expected to have some very relevant 
Ideas concerning great nations, since he has wit- 
nessed bis own beloved country pass from the 
ranks of the great to à position of Inferiority and 
humiliation which has made Frenchmen acutely 
sensitive both at home and abroad. 

No less sensitive thon his compatriots is Duha- 
mel, llcllonist and essayist, member of the Aca- 
demic Françoise, and interpreter of his civilization 
since World War I. That senslUvity led to his 
recent 111-advlsed caitlgatlon of French-Canadian 
publishers, who, during this war took over much 
of the world's^Z'reiich, literary iharket.

Scientists Unite 

The past war lias proved, if proof be needed, 
the necessity of a union of all men in the common 
cause of insuring lasting peace. This has been 
seen in the co-operation of scientists from many 
countries and Universities during the war years 
which resulted in the development of radar and 
atomio energy. Today, they must unite in bar 
' nessing their new-found powers to make them a 
lasting benefit to human society rather than the 
agents of its destruction. ' - 

Behind the problem lies tlie age-old bickering 
of the sciences. Medical, physical and Eocial 
sciences can no longer woric behind their separate 
bastions walled against one another by mutuaj;. 
contempt. All must try to recognize the human 
factor with which, in the last analysis, all science 
is concerned. 

To this end, the Canadian Association of 
Scientific Workers was recently founded, a body. 
\7ith the aim of uniting all scientists, irrespective 
of race, creed, religion, or thought. The organiza- 
tion of all scientific workers for the advancement 
of science as an agent in human welfare is a 
primary aim, with the .promotion of the econ- 
omic interests of those workers as a necessary 
corollaiy. The linking of these two objectives 
can neither be avoided nor denied, for without 
good working conditions, sufficient money for 
research, and social security, the scientist cannot 
be expected to give his complete genius to com- 
pleting the task he has set himself. 

Originally organized in Ottawa, the CA.ScW. 
has spread until there are now branches in Mont- 
real, Kingston, Toronto, London, Guelph, Win- 
nipeg, Edmonton and Vancouver. 

In Toronto, a student branch is being formed 
on this campus where there arc so many potential 
scientino workers. The ranks of the body have 
been swelled by graduates from universities 
across Canada, but it is only fair that undergrad- 
uates should have an opportunity to Hnd out the 
inner workings anâ future aims of an association 
which might mean much to them in later life. 

One of the privileges of University is this 
chance to expose oneself to the elements of the 
various political, philosophical, literary, engineer- 
ing, medical and religious clubs while at this job 
— or pastime — of learning, and before the girl 
or boy of the campus becomes the man or wo- 
man of the world. Too often have people been 
plunged suddenly into the world of work and 
politics before they are ready to face its problems, 
and more important, before they can find a means 
of combating those evils and protecting them- 
selves. . 

An essential part of the education to be gain- 
ed on a university campus is to be found in the 
various clubs and organizations, all within the 
comparatively small bounds of the campus. In 
addition to the tolerance which should come 
with discussions with students from other groups, 
comes the chance for an inquiring mind to seek 
and sift out the basic problems of the world in 
a rudimentary form. While this will not provide 
everyone with a foolproof shield against the 
shocks of the "rude world," he will at least be 
more ready to meet the future tlian with no 
means of preparation. 

In the student branch of the CA.ScW., ap- 
plicants may choose from the activities of the

omic brick-wall, contended that French-Canada 
should step back so as to allow pa^er end ma- 
chinery-depicted France time to regain her lost 
literary pre-eminence. Naturallyi:' French-Cana- 
dian Journalism arose cn'inasse against this un- 
reasonablo view — hence Monsler Duhamel had 
some explanatory remarks, from:jthe>"fond de 
mon coeur," for the twQ-dozen-odd hewspapermen 
at Saturday's cocktail-press-confercnco in the 
Windsor Hotel.

Suffice 
It to mention ' the obvious pleasure It gave the 
numerous French-Canadian journalists — among 
whom weh! Jean-Charles Harvey, of Le Jour; 
Roser Duhamel (no relation) of La Patrie — 
merely to sit and listen. Interspersing only the 
. nasi occasional question. The tics that bind arc 
. those of culture — Duhamel incorporates typical 
bourgeoisie with charming Gallie splrltednesa, 
in his writings as In his personality; the appeal 
to French-Canadian Intellectuals could not be 
more, direct. " ~''

"STRANGE FRUIT" 

The Editor, McGill Dally 

Sir,— I would like to add my 
conuncnt to the criticism of 
"Strange Fruit" which appeared In 
The Daily of October IS. 

In book form the story well con- 
veyed the slow, creaking tempo 
and explosive potential of the Deep 
South, so I was curious to sec how 
the author and the producer would 
adapt the book to the stage. 

Tho stage settings were remark- 
able. They showed that their cre- 
ator not only had a thorough mas- 
tery of his craft but he had. a 
knowledge of the small town and 
the book as wéll; and above all he 
had imagination. 

Tho casting also was remarkable. 
For height coloCir, physique, voice 
quality, every character on the 
stage perfectly matched the char- 
acters that appeared in my mind 
when I read the book two years 
ago. 

On Wednesday night, Scene 5 of 
Act II was omitted, and the whole 
play took exactly three hours. It 
opened with two sharp challenges 
In thfc prologue— a minor one fkst 
then a major one— and. Its final 
scene depicted the "correct" lady 
of Georgia turning away from a 
significant issue with the words 
"We'll plan for it later." 

Some critics have suggested that 
the second part of the prologue 
could be omitted without damag- 
ing the dramatic .qualities of the 
play. For the casual theatre-goer 
this is true; but to my mind, the 
second part of the prologue serves 
to establish clearly the emotional 
conflict which plagued Tracy Dcen 
through childhood. He was a born 
mechanic— engineer— w h o should 
have been breathing the compara- 
tively' free air of the industrial 
north; thus the mental cbfllct was 
heightened In later years when his 
socially competent mother and 
public opinion of the town tried to 
force him along the welj-trodden 
paths they had selected for him. 
He became a spineless drunkard. 

It was likewise suggested— In 
your , columns or^ elsewhere— that 
the test scene be cut because It had 
the effect of an antl-cllmox, Kub^ 
bishi Is is anticlimatic when Dr. 
Deen comes home and declares 
wearily that the mob had burned 
the Innocent house-boy without a 
trial? Is It anticlimatic to complete 
Lillian Smith's tHesis and lay bare 
the real problem of the Deep 
'south, namely this— that you can- 
not turn your , back on present 
realities and lose yourself in the 
habits of a day that Is passed with- 
out inviting serious trouble? 

Technically, only -one thing 
bothered roe. In the love scene on 
the ridge in .Act J, Tracy Dean 
seemed utterly without manhood— 
his contrasts of crescendo and di- 
minuendo In speech, smacked . of 
posturing. Yet through all the other 
scenes he gave the Impression of 
being a frustrated, secretive man 
who had a will -of his own and 
was yielding It up only undei ter- 
rific and unrelenting outside press- 
ure. Perhaps thess contrasts of per- 
sonaUtj^K«^:^c}iologlcaily . con- 
Blstëâ; i''am nôi'oné to judge this; 
but I believe the actor could have 
shown more ease and firmness, 
more sens of direction, when Tracy 
was alone' with the woman he lov- 
ed. 

In conclusion, I wish to add one 
more commen» To know the whole 
story of "Strange Fruit" It Is nec- 
essary not only to read the book 
and see the play but to hear the 
song of that tittle as recorded by 
Billle HUllday. It is really harrow- 
ing.
